world scarcity of bread grains. But 
a bumper oread grain harvest in 
1948 would not provide a perman¬ 
ent solution to the food crisis, re¬ 
ports the January Monthly Review 
of the Wheat Situation issued by 
the Dominion Bureau of Statistics 
A return to more normal bread 
rations plight ensue, hut shortages 
of fertilizers, draft power, labour 
and essential agricultural supplier; 
still persist in war-affected areas. 
Even with normal production con¬ 
ditions restored, an increase of ap¬ 
proximately 6 per cent in world 
population over pre-war is a fac¬ 
tor which cannot be dismissed 
lightly. In addition, the desire of 
farmers to rebuild the livestock en¬ 
terprises will sooner or later tend 
to bring about increased acreages 
of deed grains at the expense of 
bread grains. Thus, providing a 
solution is found to foreign ex¬ 
change difficulties—at least to the 
extent that importing countries are 
enabled to take up exportable sur¬ 
pluses of bread grains—there ap¬ 
pears to be little probability of a 
wheat surplus developing in the 
Because of the acute world short- near future. • 
age of bread grains, the prospects 
for the 194S wheat crop in North 
America and Europe are all im¬ 
portant. Fortunately good wheat 
crops are practically assured from 
Argentina and Australia, but at 
best supplies from these two coun¬ 
tries and from the United States 
and Canada, and to a lesser ex¬ 
tent from Russia, can only partial¬ 
ly fill the immediate requirements 
of those countries whose people are 
reduced to a woefully small bread 
ration. It is only from the new crop 
that any considerable, relief can he 
expected. 

Production within the deficit 
countries themselves Is somewhat 
brighter than a year ago. Winter 
cereal crops in Europe are pro¬ 
gressing well and acreages, are 
larger, though a cold wave could 
alter the crop outlook quickly. 

In the United States crop reports 
are generally favaurable and a 
wheat crop of one hillion bushels 
or more is considered possible. Can¬ 
ada's spring wheat crop should go 
into the ground under favourable 
moisture conditions, as autumn 
rainfall was generally above av¬ 
erage. 

A good rice crop has been har¬ 
vested in India and Burma, which 
should make these countries less 
dependent on what -from North 
Amrican export supplies. India, too, 
is to receive 25 million bushels of 
wheat from Australia.

Water erosion is becoming more 
evident year after year, and signs 
ot pulleying are often noticed first 
in the natural runways. Where this 
occurs in fields now under sum¬ 
merfallow, steps can bo taken to 
check the damage'right n<^v. The 
natural runways'in that summer- 
fallow field may become impass¬ 
able gullies if cultivation is contin¬ 
ued. 

Here’s what Supervisor of Soil 
Conservation, H. J. Mather sug¬ 
gests; 

J. That you seed those runways 
down to grass. (Be sure to flatten 
nut the runway before seeding. > 

2 That during subsequent cul¬ 
tivation of the field you raise 
the implement out of the ground 
when crossing the runway. 

If this advice is followed, fibre 
will be restbred, erosion cheeked, 
and the danger of a badly cut up 
field avoided.

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INCOME AND BUDGET 

A director of the purchasing division of the de¬ 
partmental Arm of R. H. Macy and Co. said re¬ 
cently: *A pattern is taking shape throughout every 
industry which should be worrying business men. We 
are pricing merchandise above the income of the 
people." 

Commenting on the statement: “We are pricing 
merchandise above the income of the people,” C. A. 
Hayden writes in Country Life in B.C.: 

“Everyone of us knows that this is being done. 
We are getting so that we check closely on the price 
of an article before we buy it. We have begun to 
cut down on our purchases; we have begun to cut 
certain articles out of our buying program. Why? 
Because prices have risen—and are still rising—to 
such a degree that our income will not permit the 
wide-range buying that was common just after the 
war. We pick out this or that. 

“The sad fact is that our income only reaches 
about half as far ap it reached a couple of years 
ago. What’s more, we are coming to think that times 
will be tougher before they get easier. 

“It would seem to most of us that what Canada 
should be concentrating on is the study of ways and 
means to assure continuity of incomes that will jus¬ 
tify budgets. For example, what is to be the econom¬ 
ic fate of Canada’s agriculture on which the coun¬ 
try’s financial structure rests? Its position today is 
shaky because stability in respect of fair prices is 
lacking. If Russia takes over the British market for 
wheat, what then? What is going to happen to our 
livestock market? Our dairy products market? Our 
egg market ? Our fruit*and vegetables market ? To 
the markets for our other exportable farm products? 

“If these markets fail, what will happen to our 
industries, to our wage earners and even to our 
banks Here is a fair question for discussion. Per¬ 
chance the banks could get together with agricul¬ 
ture and with industry and labor and help Ottawa 
provide solutions for the economic problems • that 
face this fair Canada of oiys as we enter another 
fateful year.”

The greatest need of agriculture, he said, was a 
world in which trade functions normally. “The fu¬ 
ture of western agriculture” he declared “depends 
on a well-ordered world, free from threat of war as 
well af from war itself. But it is still my profound 
belief that no nation today is ready for war.” 

Although admittedly Canada’s influence in inter¬ 
national affairs is limited, he felt that she could con¬ 
tribute toward a peaceful world by tolerance and un¬ 
derstanding in all relations with other countries.

Although the forge is not abso¬ 
lutely necessary for minor repair 
work it is necessary for straight¬ 
ening harder metals and can be 
used, with a little experience on 
the part,of the operator, for soft 
iron welding. 

To ayoid unnecessary delays 
during the Trnsy season, all mach¬ 
inery should be given a complete 
checking ov er at'least once.a year, 
this makes it possible to change or 
repair worn parts before they be¬ 
fore thyy cause serious dnpmge to 
other parts. 

'll! checking a machine all mov¬ 
ing parts Should he removed and 
thoroughly washed In gasoline to 
remove dirt and dust which mix 
with old grease to form a grind¬ 
ing compound. The bearings should 
all be removed, cleaned, and check¬ 
ed for wear, if worn they should 
be replaced. Any bent or broken 
parts ol the machine should be 
taken down, straightened, repair¬ 
ed or replaced with new ones.. 

It is far cheaper to replace a 
bearing than to buy a new axle 
or other shaft, just as it is cheaper 
to repair a slightly used machine 
rather than to buy a new one at 
present day prices.

Hospital authorities do not wish 
to exclude the relatives of serious¬ 
ly ill patients >r to keep visitors 
away from the chronically ill, but 
they do try to protect the average 
I>atient from his visitors. Hospital 
luleS can restrict visiting to cer¬ 
tain hours of the day ary} limit 
the number of visitors each patient 
may have at any one time, but 
v.lial a visitor does in a hospital 
is up to hint. 

Make your visits short. At best 
it ntuy he difficult to carry on a 
conversation with someone you 
have not seen for some time, but 
trying to do so when you are flat 
qjv your back is most difficult. Sick 
people tire easily, and visitors who 
yflhd it difficult to leave make mat¬ 
ters worse. 

In case of doubt as to the advis¬ 
ability of visiting a sick person, 
call the patient's home for inform¬ 
ation in advance, or write the pa¬ 
tient a letter instead. Many people 
apparently for want of something 
better to do, drop in on a hospital 
patient when it would be better 
for everyone concerned if the visit 
were deferred until the patient re¬ 
turned home or was well on his 
way to convalescence. 

SMDKIVU IS POOR POLICY 

Smoking in hospital rooms, in 
addition to the possible danger of 
starting a fire, may- upset the sick 
person. Even though he is himself 
a smoker, things may be different 
now. Other sick”, persons are dis¬ 
tressed by smokers in an adjoin¬ 
ing room. 

Hospital patients who smoke in 
bed or when they are drowsy may 
ignite their clothing. 

Avoid efforts to cheer up the 
patient. After all, you do not know 
the exact nature of his illness, arid 
your well intended cheerfulness 
may uct as a boomerang. Do not 
assume a funeral air, but try to be 
natural and considerate of the sick 
man. Most patients resent being 
told to cheer up, that they are go- 
, ing to be all right and that the 
visitor knew someone who was 
much worse ofi. 

dirts MAY HINDER CARE 

Don't bring food, drink or med- 


but his enthusiasm may disturb 
the sick. 

Hospitals everywhere are crowd¬ 
ed with patients and are troubled 
with help shortages. To serve the 
largest possible number of patients, 
each one’s stay necessarily must 
be restricted. 

To help patients get 4’ell, hos¬ 
pital visitors should ohserve the 
rules of good conduct w rtile In the 
presence of the sick.

humans! If reasonable precautions 
are observed, however, poison baits 
canbe used to good effect. 

One of the best methods of de¬ 
fence is to make buildings ratproof, 
and the best material to use is 
concrete. This should be used for 
foundations of storehouses, gran¬ 
aries, poultry houses, and special 
care should be taken to see that 
any spaces around drains and other 
pipes is concreted over. Doors to 
such buildings should be bound at 
their base with sheet-metal, and 
ventilators and- basement windows 
protected. Heavy galvanized wire 
netting of half-inch mesh is effect¬ 
ive in excluding rats from suoh 
things as corn cribs. 

If there are not many rats, they 
can often be eliminated by using 
traps. This method is particularly 
suited to the house where the use 
of poison bait is often undesirable. 
Traps of the spring or guillotine 
type, or the wire cage type, are 
both equally good with satisfactory 
bait. Indeed, the spring type is of¬ 
ten effective without bait if placed 
in run-way3 formed by leaving 
boards against walls and covering 
the traps with a piece of cheese¬ 
cloth, sawdust or other light mat¬ 
erial to obscure them. 

Information on the best method 
of exterminating and controlling 
rats and mice may be obtained by 
writing to the Dominion Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture and asking 
for Special Pamphlet No. 33, "Con¬ 
trol of Rats and Mice.”

An old established ;irm with a reputation 
for doing business right. 


Perhaps the most formidable of 
the rodents which are destroyers 
of food and property and a serious 
menace to public health, is the 
common brown or Norway Rat. 

It is a prolific breeder, the fe¬ 
male being canable of bearing four 
to ten rats, which in turn are able 
to breed at the age of about six 
months. 

The extermination of rats is- 
complicated by the fact that most 
of the suitable poison baits used 
in their destruction are also In¬
